And as England is by Treaty already engaged 
to help them upon any ſuch Exigencies, ſo I am confident that their 
cheerful! Concurrence to preſerve this Kingdom, with ſo much Hazzard 
to themſelves, will meet with all the Returns of Friendſhip, and AC. 
fiſtance, which may be expected from you as Proteltants and Engliſhmen, 
whenever their Occaſions ſhall require It.
